der fo; reſtitution to haue folowed without delay: her Paieſtienotwithſtandyng thts her pzeceadyng, fin- 
deth that contrarye to her expectation, the miniters that treated on the part of the kyng of Spayne, not 
only lacked ſufficient aucthozitie to conclude, as reaſon was they ſh 2ulde, at: v as thep had from the begyn-
